Tex (U PI) — E. King Gill 
was a lesser m em ber of the football team . 
so he really w asn’t involved Texas A&M’s 
preparations for the 1921 Dixie Classic and 
the gam e against Centre College 
Nor did he play in the gam e, but his 
perform ance began a tradition which is 
still a rallying point in Aggieland 


Gill, the fabled “ 12th M an’’ which 
symbolizes an Aggie’s willingness to com e 
to the aid of the team , died Tuesday at 74 
Services were set for 10:30 a m. today at 
Cage Mills Funeral 
Home Chapel in 
Corpus Christi. Tex. 


As Aggie folklore has it. Gill was not a 
m em ber of the travelling squad for the 
Dixie Classic at Dallas, but did go to the 
gam e as spectator He rode to the gam e in 
a taxi with coach Dana Bible, who asked 
him to serve as a spotter for sportsw riters 
in the pressbox 
During the first half, A&M was beset by 
a large num ber of injuries and Bible 


sum m oned Gill to the sidelines 
It was not until he reached the field that 
Gill realized Bible w anted him to put on 
the uniform of one of the injured players 
and go into the gam e 
There were no dressing rooms — the 
team having dressed in a hotel and ridden 
in taxis to the stadium — so he went under 
the stands and changed into the uniform 
He stood ready on the sidelines but never 
entered the gam e, won by A&M. 22-14 
The 12th m an tradition is m arked at 
A&M by the study body standing through 
the entire gam e — a sign of each student’s 
willingness to play if called upon 
Gill, a doctor in later life, also played 
basketball for the Aggies and. as he put it.
